The  etTbiniated  iuLd-year  population  for  1957  6,790,  an  increase  of 

80  ever  that  of  the  preceding  year,

The  number  of  deaths,  82,  as  against  6i  last  year,  was  practically  the 
average  for  the  past  ten  years,  Tlie  increase  mainly  occurred  in  the  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervcxis  systan  and  in  cororiary  disease.  The  death  rate  was 
12,08,  the  England  and  Wales  rate  being  11

Infectious  diseases  were  responsible  for  8 deaths  - respiratory 
tuberculosis  (2),  influenza  (1),  pneumonia  (3). 

INEEOTIOUS  DISEASES, 

347  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  vast  majority  of  those,  273 » were  due  to  measles.  This  hod  been 
osqpoctod  as  only  3 cases  of  meodles  had  been  notified  in  the  previous  tw 
yoar^,  and  this  resulted  in  a largo  number  of  nonrprctoctod  children  in  the 
younger  age  groups.  The  disease  was  generally  roild  in  character. 

Whooping  cough  was  also  more  prominent,  25  of  the  notifications 
ooouriing  in  the  5-10  year  age  group.  The  illness  was  gonerally  mild  in 
character.  Pour  of  the  children  notified  had  been  previously  irxiunisod 
against  -v^ooping  cough.
